The robbers boarded the train early 
this morning, rode to this city and 
here stole an automobile belonging tc 
a man named Lyman, They dashed 
to Waubamik, nine miles away 
the car ran into a ditch. They were | 
being assisted by Jackson when Mr 
Lyman and two other men drove up

Bold Plan to Make Canada’s Arctic 
Yield Millions in ‘Reindeer 
Meets Misfortune 


T7 IGHT vears ago thie summer there was talk 


in the papers about an interesting 
adventure 

The Canadian government, through Rt. Hon 
Arthur Meighen, who was then minister of the 
interio had granted a thirty-year lease «uf 
115,000 square mile in Baffin Land te 
Vilbjalmur Stefansson the Arctic explore: 

This was an area about one and a balf times 
as large as the British Isles und on it Stefanason 
was comvining forces with the Hudson's Bay 
Company to raise reindeer 

The Hudson Bay Keindeer Company wae 
organized and incorporated and it became known

The story of the Canadian reindeer venture 
starts with Stefansson'’s return from the Arctic 


at the end of 1¥1s He had gone up in 1913, 
learned only vaguely that there was a war in

Stefansson brough. back with him one deep 
eonviction. It was that the Arctic 
otiered to mankind a vast new source of wealth 
as a food producing area and that its economic

Stefansson drew up a prognosis of the natural 
increase of the herd and its commercial value

and that a total of 350.000 would have been 
slaughtered for consumption, yielding a revenue 
of over $7,000,000 

By starting with 2,0°0 or 3,000 head inetead 
of 1.000 the increase to a million reindeer, which 
he figured as the grazing limit of the land under 
lease, would be reached much earlier and the! 
percentage of slaughter for consumption couid 
be increased from ten to twenty-five per cent 
with a proportionate inerease in revenue. 

With the signing of the lease the Hudson's 
Bay Reindeer Company was incorporated with a 


capital of $200.00 divided into two hundred 
shares of one thousand dollars each. Stefaneson 
went out to Winnipeg to confer with Sir 


Augustus Nanton, chairman of the Hudson's Bay | 
Company's Canadian advisory committee, and 
Edward Fitzgerald, the deputy chairman. 


Storker Storkerson’s Appointment 


E arranged with them to transfer bis Baffin 
Land lease to the new Hudson's Bay Kein 
deer Company. tn consideration of this transfer 
an agreement was drawn up by which Stefangson 
was retained in an advisory capacity at $3,000 
a year and Was given ten shares in the new com 
pany. A further five shares were to be given 
him at the end of six calving seasons ff the herd 
increase were up to expectations and another 
twenty shares were under option for him to 
purchase at par up to October 31, 1922, He was 
also to be a director of the company if he wished 
The situation seemed very bright and Stetans 
son was bappy. He saw his dream coming true 
It was the latter half of June, 1920. and 
Stefansson's great desire was to get operations 
under way af once before winter delayed things 
for another year, The plan was to buy a selected 
herd of about one thousand reindeer tn northern 
Norway and ship them to Baffin Land; the 
problem was to find the right man to undertake 
this and to manage the business permanently in

The original intention had been to purchase 
one thousand reindeer as a étarting point, but 
it was found that the Nascopie could not carry 
so large & load and tbe herd, purchased in June, 
1¥21, was limited to 687 animals, 

Difficulty was found in trying to move them 
during July when their borns could not be cut 
and it was September before the Nascopie pro 
ceeded from England to Namsos, Norway, where 
the ship was specially fitted to accommodate the 
reindeer. 

On their journey to the coast point of Bugten 
i Alten 6U of the deer died or were jost so that 

jonly 627 deer were finally loaded on the 
Nascopie at Bugtepn i Alten at the beginning of 


Rough weather then was encountered on the 
| voyage from Norway to Baffin Land and when 
the Nascopie reached Amadjuak bay on Novein 
ber | only 550 reindeer remained, 77 baving died 
en route, 

On arriva) it was found, too, that no house 
had been bullt to shelter Captain Mikkelborg, Ole 
Jolnsen and his family, not to mention the six 
Lapp families. Finally a one-roomed derelict} 
house was fixed up for the Johnsen family aud 
| the Lapps tried to make themselves comfortable |

Making these arrangements and bringing 
stores ashore from the Nascopie, which had to 
get away quickly owing to tbe lateness of thie 
date, occupied thrve of the herders and left only 
three to watch the deer which promptly scat 
tered ip al! directions. 

Later the Lappe set out in sleighs to round 
them up but met witb poor success and by the 
end of June, 1922, the herd numbered only 210) 
|animals. By September this was reduced to 18v

The Herd Just Faded Away 


HIS was the situation described ip the Hud | 
son's Bay Reindeer Company report for) 
1921-1922 with separate reports from Ole Johneen | 
and Johan Thuri, the latter being one of the| 


| Lapp herders. The explanation given by Johnsen 
and Tburi was that the terrific cold was impos | 
sible and that there was no moss for the reindees | 
to eat. | 

To these reports Stefansson replied at great 
length in @ letter addressed to Fitzgerald, dated | 
December 20, 1922. He poured scorn on the) 
Norwegians’ complaints about the weather and! 
lack of moss and said that thetr statements 
{exactly confirmed bis early warnings thal such 
men, fresh trom a forest country, would be use | 
less in Baffin Land.

that all the Lapps left for home and were re | 
placed by Eskimo herders who appeared to take
